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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art does not disclose or suggest 
maintaining a portion of the ozone injection zone of the chamber 
free of droplets of liquid (see also Applicant's remarks, second 
paragraph, and the Figures) , in the method of controlling NOx 
emissions of the instant claims 17, 30, 53, and 55. This would 
be an unobvious difference from the prior art, but would not 
appear to allow Applicant to use other unexpired patented 
subject matter, such as that in the submitted protest and IDS, 
as the protestor apparently suggests. Further, others in the 
industry would be free 'to practice their patented processes so 
long as the section as instantly claimed is not free of 
droplets, which it does not appear it ever had been.
